\ Trial and Error 


Called Way to 
Educate Child 


Dr. Mason Explains U. Cc. 
to Women. 


BY KATE WEBBER.

“Proper education for children,” 
President Max Mason of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago asserted last night in 
an address before the Illinois Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs at the Eighth 


Street theater, “ should consist of put- - 


ting them in all sorts of dangerous 
and puzzling places, up to the point 
of danger to life or health, and letting 
them extricate themselves from their 
difficulties. | 

“For education that is worth any- 
thing consists in the solving of prob- 
lems. Man in his progress has sub- 
stituted thought for the costly expe- 
rience of trial and error. When we 
Say progress we mean education. But 
when in education we substitute a sub- 
stitute for experience when we strive 
to teach by having students absorb 
the thoughts of others, we strangle 
that curosity through which their 
develop. 


“In many of our educational meth- 
ods we are training for formalism, 
not for:-individual development. Some- 


for rapidity of understanding in a 
student. It tends to make him slip 
his timing gears further and further 
ahead, to strive to understand more 
and more, rapidly, until he says he 
understands, when he only thinks he 
does. The college of the future will 
be a place where a student really 


comes to solve problems, and where 


problems will be presented for him 


to solve.”’ 


The children jwho some day will bear 
the standards now being upheld by 
their elders are ‘“‘the most hopeful 
type of character that has yet been 
evolved,” it was declared at the after- 
noon session of the convention.
